What About Ultrasonic Cleaning? 

I am a new member of the ANA, but 
I have been an “accumulator’’ of coins 
for many years. Now that I have made 
the move to become better educated, 

I find that I am more naive than 
I thought. 

The article “A Review of Coin- 
Cleaning Praaices’’ by Weimar W. 
White (January 1989, p. 69) immedi- 
ately attraaed me because of a problem 
I recently experienced: my coins have 
begun to pick up some of the red, 
flocked lining in the drawers of one of 
my coin cases. 

White’s article was chemically ori- 
ented and not totally within my un- 
derstanding, and it scared me with all 
its warnings about cleaning coins. 
However, I was surprised the article 
did not comment about the use of 
ultrasonic cleaners, which are used to 
clean all kinds of foreign materials 
from delicate machinery parts, such as 
meters and calculators. 

Wouldn’t such a method be perfea 
for removing foreign material from 


coins without disturbing the metal? 
These machines are commercially 
available (I have one that I use to clean 
jewelry), but I hesitate to use it on my 
discolored coins. Can you offer some 
expert advice?

Editor’s note: According to a Colo- 
rado coin dealer, if used properly an 
ultrasonic cleaning unit can safely re- 
move loose dirt from gold and silver 
coins. However, it is important that 
the coin be held securely by tongs to 
protect it from undue jostling and 
wear. Acetone, commercial coin dips 
or diluted ammonia (for silver coins) 
can be used in many ultrasonic clean- 
ing units, although plain water is 
recommended. The ANA Certification 
Service does not encourage collectors 
to clean their coins, but, if they must, 
it is best to practice on low-grade 
specimens before attempting to clean 
more valuable coins. 

Byrns Not Won Over 
by Red Book Advocates 

Many old-time collectors seem to be 
emotionally attached to the Red Book, 
so I suppose I should have expected to 
be condemned for having the audac- 
ity to suggest that R.S. Yeoman’s A 
Guide Book of United States Coins is 
in need of revision (“Red Book Over- 
rated,’’ November 1988, p. 1875). It is 
true that I am an ordinary colleaor and 
a relative newcomer to the hobby, but, 
because the Red Book is the primary 
(and often the only) reference book 
used by beginning collectors, I believe 
I have a perfect right to complain. 

As a beginner, I read the Guide Book 
cover to cover several times to absorb 
as much numismatic information as 
possible. But, as I acquired additional 
books and knowledge, I found I had 
to “unlearn’’ many of the lessons in 


the Red Book. I discovered that a num- 
ber of coins listed in the nine confus- 
ing sections devoted to Early American 
issues were incorrectly or misleadingly 
classified; were minted many years 
later and back-dated; or were foreign 
pieces with little or no evidence that 
they ever circulated in America. Other 
foreign coins having substantial evi- 
dence of colonial circulation were not 
even mentioned or described. 

The reader is confronted with a com- 
memorative coin section in which is- 
sues inexplicably are listed alphabeti- 
cally rather than chronologically. Gold 
coins are separated from their com- 
panion silver coins so that you have to 
flip back and forth constantly to find 
related issues. A whole class of offi- 
cially minted gold coins— the “ingots’’ 
of the United States Assay Office— are 
buried in a listing of private-issue coins. 

In practice, numismatic tradition 
seems to be simply the blind repetition 
of mistakes made many generations 
ago. A Guide Book of United States Coins 
was a landmark numismatic publica- 
tion. It is a truism among coin dealers 
that coins listed in the Red Book are 
avidly colleaed, while those ignored by 
the reference are not. I cannot believe 
that the late author of the Guide Book 
would want his most popular and in- 
fluential work to become obsolete 
because no one saw fit to bring it up 
to date.

The Great Seal of the United States 
appears on the back of the $ 1 bill. It 
is dso used to seal 2,000 to 3 ,000 doc- 
uments each year. It is affixed to en- 
velopes and used on stationery, flags, 
publications, postage stamps, military 
uniforms, passports, public buildings, 
U.S. embassies and consulates. 

The idea of this Great Seal was to 
present an emblem and a national coat 
of arms, giving visible evidence of a 
sovereign nation and a free people with 
high aspirations and grand hopes for 
the future. It was created over a six- 
year period by the combined efforts of 
fourteen men beginning in 1776. 

The first committee consisted of three 
men— Benjamin Franklin, Thomas Jef- 
ferson and John Adams— who con- 
sidered Biblical and classical themes. 


Four committees and six years later, 
the Great Seal was finalized and ex- 
plained in the following manner; 

Obverse: Thirteen stripes on the 
shield represent the original thirteen 
states, white signifies purity and inno- 
cence, red hardiness and valor, and 
blue, the colour of the chief, signifies 
vigilance, perseverance and justice. The 
shield is borne on the breast of an 
American Eagle without support to 
denote that the United States of Amer- 
ica can rely on their own virtue. 

The thirteen original states are also 
represented in the thirteen stars of 
the constellation, symbolizing a new 
nation taking its place among other 
sovereign states. The thirteen olive 
branches and arrows represent the 
power of peace and war and the motto, 
“E Pluribus Unum" (‘‘out of many, 
one”), across a scroll and clenched in 


the eagle s beak, expresses unity of the 
thirteen states. 

Reverse (sometimes referred to as the 
"spiritual” side) : A thirteen-step pyra- 
mid with the year 1776 in Roman 
numerals at its base to signify strength 
and duration. At the summit of the 
pyramid is the Eye of Providence in a 
triangle surrounded by Glory (pre- 
sented as rays of light) and above is the 
motto “Annuit Coeptis,” meaning “He 
(God) has favored our undertakings.” 
On a scroll beneath the pyramid are 
the words ‘‘Novus Ordo Seclorum,” 
meaning ‘‘a new order of the ages.” 

To remove the mottoes from our 
coins and currency makes no sense. 
Whether the mottoes exist or not, 
there will be no change in the religious 
feelings or beliefs of any one individual 
or the country as a whole.

New Catalog Fails to Live Up 
to Yeoman Tradition 

In the June 1988 issue of The Numis- 
matist (p. 1003), you mention the new 
eighth edition of R.S. Yeoman’s Cur- 
rent Coins of the World, as revised by 
Arthur and Ira Friedberg. I suggest that 
you draw the attention of your readers 
to the difference between the new edi- 
tion and the real Yeoman. 

The original catalog illustrated vir- 
tually every coin, whereas the new edi- 
tion added almost no illustrations for 


the coins issued in the last 10 years and 
lacks some vital information as well. 
For example, out of the 122 coins 
issued by the Isle of Man since 1976 
(the date of the previous edition), only 
one is illustrated (an Angel bullion 
issue, Y123). Descriptions of series like 
Y29-3 3 or Y7I-75 offer no details 
about how to determine the catalog 
number for a specific coin in the series. 

What a shame this work is published 
under the quality name of Yeoman!

President Taylor’s description of his 
tour of Britain and The Netherlands 
last November (“Britain, Netherlands 
Tour Proves Numismatics Is Alive and

The first is the Golzius Museum 
in Venlo, Holland, the home of the 
Wiener family. The Golzius has a 
large display of the incomparable work 
of engraver Jacques Wiener and his 
brothers. In the Biblioteca of the Royal 
Palace in Madrid is a huge collection 
of Spanish medals, with several cases 
of gold specimens. There is an out- 
standing collection of medals in the 
Museum of Fine Arts in Vienna. 

About 10 kilometers east of Inns- 
bruck, Austria, just off the autobahn, 
is a mint in Hall, complete with mint- 
master and medal press. This mint

Article to Feature 
Postal Notes of Pennsylvania 

I’d like to hear from ANA members 
who have United States postal notes 
issued in Pennsylvania. With readers’ 
assistance, I hope to produce an ar- 
ticle, which will coincide with the 
1989 ANA convention in Pittsburgh 
and will include the first-ever com- 
plete listing of all known postal notes 
from Pennsylvania. 

To provide a bit of background, 
postal notes were issued from Septem- 
ber 3, 1883, to June 30, 1894. They 
were the direa descendants of the post- 
age and fraaional currency issued from 


the Civil War era to 1876 and are the 
ancestors of today’s postal money or- 
ders. Postal notes were issued in two 
sizes and printed on yellow or cream- 
colored paper. Five distinct types are 
known, with one sub-type. 

Three private engraving and printing 
firms held the contract to provide the 
notes to the government. Although 
more than 72 million were issued, 
fewer than 1 ,000 have survived. They 
are collected by type, issue date, loca- 
tion (of issuance or redemption), serial 
number, etc. 

The information I’d like to receive 
from my fellow members includes the 
note’s type, the issuing city or town, 
date of issue, serial number, face value, 
printing plate number, and, if appro- 
priate, the city where the note could 
be cashed. A photocopy of the front 
and back would be especially helpful.

Member Supports ANA Investments 
but Questions Dues Hike 

As one who frequently writes to pub- 
lications, I am an avid reader of the 
contributions of others. Normally, I 
read a letter or an article, make a deci- 
sion for or against, and Jet it go at that. 
However, there were two items in the 
January 1989 issue of The Numismatist 
that I feel deserve further comment. 

The first is a letter from Paul C. 
Welz (“Never Give a Sucker an Even 
Break,” p. 15). Believe me, his sum- 
mation of investing in coins is 100- 
percent accurate. I was fortunate to get 
my money back after holding so-called 
“gem” coins, purchased from some of 
the biggest dealers in the country, for 
about 15 years. “Grading standards 
change” was the usual reason for my 
gems today being AU-50 or worse. I 
now buy coins from two sources— 
government mints and one dealer who 
“saved” me from total disaster. 

On the other side of the coin, if you 
will pardon the pun, I can understand 
why the ANA does not invest in coins. 
First of all, it probably would not be 
ethical for any number of reasons. In 
addition, coins do not yield interest 
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and dividends. The ANA should invest 
in assets that pay dividends regularly. 

The second item I must respond to 
is the announcement of the increase in 
life membership to $750 (“Life Mem- 
bership Dues Raised,” p. 30). Now 
here is something I really cannot un- 
derstand. When I joined the ANA 
almost 25 years ago, I believe my 
annual dues were $6. At the present 
life-membership fee of $500, assum- 
ing only a 7-percent return, the ANA 
not only has a yearly interest in- 
come of $ 3 5 (which is more than the 
cost of annual dues), but it also has 
the principal. 

By charging $750 (which, even at 
6-percent interest, yields $45 per year), 
a handsome profit is realized. This 
seems absolutely criminal! If indeed the 
cost of life membership is greater than 
regular membership, I would like to 


see some figures. If the average life 
membership is 20 years, that computes 
to $ 37.50 per year, with no allowance 
for interest income. Perhaps ANA of- 
ficers are looking too much at federal 
agencies, which constantly ask for 
more and more money (otherwise 
someone might get the idea that they 
can get along on less).

Editor’s note: In response to the ques- 
tions raised by Mr. Kurtz about life 
membership dues, ANA Executive 
Director Robert J. Leuver explains, 
“This increase has been under con- 
sideration for some time by the Board 
of Governors. Last Oaober the ANA’s 
Finance Committee requested an anal- 
ysis of the cost of life memberships. 

“It was assumed that most ANA 
members opt for life membership be- 


cause of their interest in the hobby and 
their desire to make a wise investment. 
These members feel that over a period 
of time the cost of ANA membership 
will increase simply because of infla- 
tion or rises in the cost of living. It was 
further assumed that life membership 
is a privilege.” 

Leuver continues, “It was actuarily 
determined that life members hold 
their membership for 20 years. Fur- 
ther, the cost of serving a member to- 
day is slightly more than $42, not the 
$26 charged for a regular one-year 
membership. A life membership, how- 
ever, does not cost the ANA as much 
as regular membership, as the Associa- 
tion does not have to solicit renewals. 

“A life membership is roughly $840 
at present, a value that will increase 
over a 20-year period. Thus, an in- 
crease in dues to $750 is conservative.”

Beauty ts Only Skin Deep 

For many years, it was a common 
practice for collectors to give their 
coins a coating of lacquer, shellac or 
varnish “for preservation.” Such coat- 
ings are most commonly found on an- 
,cient coins. Genuine patina on ancient 
bronze coins sometimes is glossy, so 
at times it is difficult to tell just by 
looking whether a coin has been artifi- 
cially coated. This would be a rela- 
tively minor problem were an artificial, 
transparent surface the only thing to 
worry about. 

Recently, I spent several afternoons 
removing shellac, varnish, etc., from a 
large number of coins, mostly ancient 
bronzes. I had acquired these coins 
over a period of more than 20 years 
from many dealers, mostly American 
and some “major names.” (I do not 
mean to imply that there was deliber- 
ate deception on the part of any of 
these dealers. I’m sure they didn’t coat 
the coins themselves, and they prob- 
ably often were unaware of the coat- 
ings or the problems they concealed.) 

Acetone will remove lacquer but 
not varnish. The product I used to 
remove the various coatings, Savo- 
gran’s “H 20 ff,” which safely removes 
varnish, etc., from “wood, glass, metal 
and masonry,” proved that about 75 
percent of the glossy surfaces on my 


coins were artificial. (I am suspicious 
of the remaining 25 percent.) Some 
non-glossy surfaces proved to be ar- 
tificial, too. The HjOff had no effect 
on the original silver wash applied to 
some Roman coins by the mint at the 
time they were issued. 

Often, the only effea of the removal 
of the coating was that the coin was 
no longer glossy. In other cases, how- 
ever, I found that the coating helped 
to hide scrapes and scratches that 
resulted from the heavy rubbing an- 
cient coins receive shortly after being 
unearthed. Some of the coins appar- 
ently had some kind of thick goop 
applied to cover up these problems 
or actually had their entire surfaces 
painted to cover up a natural but unat- 
tractive patchy coloration and were 
varnished afterward. 

Some undamaged and decent-look- 
ing coins, for reasons I can’t explain, 
seem to have been “painted” simply 
to change their color from black to 
green or from green to black. A 3 rd- 
century Roman antoninianus, which 
had a normal, non-glossy “bronze” 
surface, turned out to be a base silver 
issue. The coin has some natural, thick, 
brownish-red spots. Apparently, some- 
one didn’t like the contrast between 
these and the lighter, silver surface of 
the coin. 

If you have a large collection of an- 
cient coins, it may take quite a bit of 
time and effort to remove what I con- 
sider to be garbage on the coins, but 
it may be worth all of the bother, as 
it was for me. However, I hope my 
remarks won’t cause anyone to act too 
quickly or carelessly. If you use the 
wrong kind of solvent on your coins, 
you may damage the natural surface. 
And please don’t try to remove a coat- 
ing by rubbing it. Don’t test a coin’s 
surface by scratching it. Some attrac- 
tive surfaces are the work of nature, 
and some of them have been damaged 


in just this way. 

Some of my coins don’t quite have 
the eye appeal they once had, but now 
they are honest. I enjoy them more now 
than I did before and no longer look 
at them and wonder.

Two Dublin Milestones 
Noted on Medal Issues 

The British Royal Mint has issued a 
pair of proof medals marking two 
anniversaries for the City of Dublin, 
Ireland— the city’s millennium and the 
950th anniversary of the city’s oldest 
cathedral. Mintages of 1 ,000 sterling 
silver and 2,500 toned bronze pieces 
have been authorized for each medal. 

The reverse of the Dublin millen- 
nium medal bears the city’s coat of

arms; the obverse carries the counter- 
side of the city’s seal, which features 
a medieval merchant ship, symbolic of 
trade and commerce. The Cathedral of 
the Holy Trinity, commonly known 
as Christ Church, is depicted on the 
obverse of the cathedral anniversary 
medal; the reverse shows the seal of the 
chapter of the cathedral.

Collecting Specialty 
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G>nvention Issues Addressed 
in Dealer Survey 

To better assess dealers’ feelings about 
several convention issues that have 
arisen in recent months, the ANA con- 
ducted a survey among 355 member 
dealers, 218 of whom responded. 

When asked whether the Associa- 
tion should hold its midwinter conven- 
tions in or around Colorado Springs, 
Colorado, each year, 41 respondents 
replied affirmatively, while 79 sug- 
gested that the convention be held in 
different cities around the country. 


Another 64 dealers felt that midwinter 
shows should alternate between East 
and West Coast sites. 

The ANA recently considered hold- 
ing a midwinter convention in Hawaii. 
Respondents were divided regarding 
the question of whether a show should 
be held there. Would dealers attend 
such a convention? A total of 112 
answered “yes”; 78 said “no.” Ninety- 
six said they would buy a bourse table; 
5 1 would not. If a midwinter conven- 
tion were held in New York City, 143 
dealers said they would buy a table; 66 
said they would not. 

It has been suggested that the bourse 
floor at the ANA’s anniversary conven- 
tions be divided into separate sections 
for suppliers, government mints, and 
dealers of U.S., ancient and foreign 
material. One hundred twelve dealers 
voiced their approval of such a plan. 


while 103 disagreed. 

As a thank you to those purchasing 
bourse tables at ANA conventions, 
dealers often receive complimentary 
tickets to the annual banquet or the 
special “Dealerfest.” When queried as 
to which they would prefer— banquet 
tickets, Dealerfest tickets or free cof- 
fee and donuts each morning— 127 
opted for the breakfast treats, 54 voted 
for the Dealerfest option, and 18 re- 
quested banquet tickets. 

Lastly, the carpet controversy was 
addressed. Should the ANA carpet the 
aisles of the bourse floors? “Yes,” con- 
firmed 132 dealers. Sixty-three re- 
spondents said “no,” while an addi- 
tional 2 3 had no opinion. 

The results of the survey will be con- 
sidered by ANA’s Convention Office 
and Board of Governors when mak- 
ing plans for future shows.

ANA and FBI Join Forces 
to Recover Stolen Coins 

The National Stolen Coin File, devel- 
oped by the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation (FBI) in close cooperation 
with the American Numismatic Asso- 
ciation, is now operational. According 
to Special Agent James Lile, unit chief 
of the Document Section at FBI head- 
quarters in Washington, D.C., the new 
system greatly improves the chances of 
recovering stolen coins. 

‘‘Traditionally, the recovery of stol- 
en coins and valuable coin collections 
has been difficult because serial num- 
bers and things typically used to iden- 


tify other stolen property are not found 
on coins,” Lile explains. “However, by 
working with the ANA to develop a 
comprehensive identification system 
that permits local law enforcement 
agencies to describe the stolen coins, 
we now have a program that allows for 
their cataloging and later recovery . . . 
We wouldn’t have been able to devel- 
op it without [the ANA’s] expertise.” 

ANA Executive Director Robert J. 
Leuver says he is very pleased that the 
National Stolen Coin File is opera- 
tional. “When I was appointed exec- 
utive director last year, the Board of 
Governors asked me to follow up on 
implementing the automated coin re- 
covery file. I’m glad to see the system 
is now on line, and I really appreciate 
the cooperation of the FBI in initi- 
ating this new tool for numismatists,” 
he comments. 


To participate in the program, col- 
lectors whose coins are stolen must 
report the theft to their local law en- 
forcement agency. Utilizing a specially 
devised form, FD-763, local authorities 
will be able to accurately describe each 
stolen coin for input in the FBI’s com- 
puter data base. Stolen coins must have 
a minimum value of $2,000 each to 
be recorded in the FBI’s file. Lile cau- 
tions that because the National Stolen 
Coin File is so new, people reporting 
stolen coins to local authorities should 
mention the system and Form FD-763.

Search for Stolen 
du Pont Pieces Continues 

A recent sale conducted by Heritage 
Numismatic Auctions offered gold 
coins that were of special interest to 
Willis H. du Pont. Consigned by the 
Drug Enforcement Agency and the 


National Asset Seizure and Forfeiture 
Program of the United States Marshall 
Service, the coins were seized from 
a pair of convicted narcotics smug- 
glers. Du Pont had reason to suspect 
that some of these pieces might have 
been part of the more than 7,000 rare 
coins stolen from a safe at his home 
in Miami, Florida, 21 years earlier. 

Following the robbery, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation circulated a list 
of stolen coins, and du Pont has care- 
fully followed subsequent sales in the 
hope of recovering his coins. While the 
bulk remains missing, some notable 
pieces have been recovered. Soon after 
the robbery, du Pont successfully ran- 
somed 1 3 rare territorial gold coins in 
Philadelphia. A Brasher doubloon was 
recovered in Miami when one of the 
original thieves was arrested on an- 
other charge.

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In 1982 an attempt to sell one of 
du Font’s 1804 silver dollars, the 
Linderman specimen, was foiled when 
a Las Vegas man tried to have the coin 
authenticated by ANACS staff; the 
coin was recovered. Du Font’s other 
1804 dollar, the Cohen specimen, re- 
mains missing. 

Du Font had reason to believe that 
material confiscated by the Drug En- 
forcement Agency might contain some 
of his collection, as drug dealers, in an 
attempt to launder monies received 
from the sale of cocaine, often make 
large purchases of gold and rare coins. 
The Heritage sale prompted du Font 
to dispatch his attorney, Harold Gray, 
to investigate the coins. A careful ex- 
amination, assisted by expert numisma- 
tist Thomas DeLorey, was inconclusive 
in identifying the coins as coming from 
the du Font collection. 


Du Font issued a statement through 
his attorney that he will continue 
to monitor all major sales and work 
with the FBI and other law enforce- 
ment agencies to recover his coins. 
Anyone having information regarding 
these pieces is urged to contact the 
nearest FBI office or local law enforce- 
ment agency.

I TiSSOMEWHATofa coincidence that the back of our $2 bill and ^ 

the face of a $1 food coupon share a common beginning. The gov- 
ernment’s food stamp program was conducted on a trial basis from 
1939 to 1942, but it was not revived until 1961 during the Ken- 
nedy Administration. In 1974 the program was expanded to in- 
clude an all-time high of 19.2 million panicipants. 

At this period in time, the federal government debated the issuance of 
a small-size dollar coin and the phasing out of the $1 bill. In fact, the Con- 
gress and the Treasury Department considered a general revision of the na- 
tion s circulating coinage. However, the bicentennial year of 1976 was rap- 
idly approaching, and design changes to honor the event took priority. 

A new back for the 1976 series $2 bill was introduced amid much 
hoopla.

Unlike the bill, however, the coupon does not include familiar devices 
such as IN GOD WE TRUST and THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
Instead, across the top is emblazoned U S. DEPARTMENT OF AGRICUL- 
TURE/FOOD COUPON and the admonition DO 
NOT FOLD/OR SPINDLE. The denomination, VAL- 
UE / 1 / DOLLAR, appears on an engraved device, 
with a serial number (similar to that appearing on 
regular U.S. currency) directly to the left. 

The government issues food stamps in booklet 
form in various denominations. Needless to say, 
the task of printing and distributing the coupons 
is enormous. It is extremely difficult to obtain 
food stamp specimens for collections, as redeemed 
stamps must be tallied each day by cashiers at 
all food outlets. The covers of the booklets, how- 
ever, usually are discarded by the recipients and can 
be picked up off the floor of food markets that 
honor them. The cover displays the total value of 
the booklet and, on earlier issues, the signature of 
the Secretary of the United States Department of Agriculture. 

When the food stamp program was expanded in 1974, making change 
for $1 coupons presented a problem for major chain stores in the New 
York metropolitan area. At the outset, regular circulating coinage could 
not be used for this function. To accommodate customers, some stores 
issued tokens or scrip to make change.

A number of food stores produced their own food stamp change tokens. 
Redeemed tokens were tallied at the end of each business day. The pro- 
cedure was cumbersome, and most stores stopped using tokens within a few 
years of their introduction. 


Some grocery chains issued 
small-change credit slips, upon 
which the store number and 
location often were stamped. 


As time progressed, this operation became costly 
and inconvenient for all concerned. Grocery stores 
that chose to issue tokens had to select the design, 
denomination and composition — in short, every- 
thing necessary for minting and distributing in- 
house currency. The second alternative was to issue 
scrip that could be validated simply by stamping it 
with the store name, number and location. 

Whatever method the stores elected, it presented 
an additional accounting procedure, since all to- 
kens and scrip had to be accounted for at the end 
of each day’s business. The procedure was cum- 
bersome, and most grocery chains abandoned the 
practice a few years after it was initiated. 

The small collection of food tokens assembled here will give the collector 
an idea of what they look like. All those shown are struck in aluminum, 
and, although they bear different logos, they seem very much the same. 
Certainly, the reverse inscriptions governing their usage are similar. Com- 
mon on many is the legend FOOD STAMP/CREDIT TOKEN /REDEEM- 
ABLE ONLY IN/ELIGIBLE FOODS. One could speculate that a single com-

Regrettably, too many years have passed since the tokens’ issuance, and 
reliable information about their manufacture and mintage figures and 
about the grocery companies that used them is hard to obtain.

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The Tortoise and 
the Palm Tree 

In 1565 Scotland’s Queen Mary Stuart and King 
Henry called for the creation of a coin bearing an 
unusual new design. 


O N December 22, 1 565, the Privy Council of Scotland, 
in the names of Queen Mary Stuan and King Henry, 
decreed the following: “It is stated and ordained by our 
Sovereign Majesties the Queen and King, with the advice 
of the lords of their Majesties’ Council, that there be 
coined a penny [a generic term for coin] of silver to be called the Marie 
Ryal with a fineness of eleven deniers fine and a weight of one ounce troy 
weight with two grains of tolerance of weight and also of fineness; having 
on one side a crowned palm tree, with a tortoise creeping up the trunk 
of the same, and a placard around the tree with DAT GLORIA VIRES 
[( Glory gives strength’)] written thereon and the date of the year of 
coinage shown below the placard; with this circumscription, beginning at 
a thistle: EXURGAT DEUS ET DISSIPENTUR INIMICI EIUS [(‘Let God 
arise and let his enemies be scattered’)]; on the other side [the coin will 
show] our said Sovereigns’ crowned arms with a thistle on each side with 
this circumscription, beginning at a cross directly above the crown: 
MARIA ET HENRICUS DEI GRATIA REGINA ET REX SCOTORUM 
[( Mary and Henry, by the grace of God Queen and King of Scotland’)]; 
the said penny to have current value of 30 shillings money of this realm, 
the two-thirds part for 20 shillings, and the one-third part for 10 shillings, 
all of this same fineness and design and of equivalent weight— to wit, the 
two-thirds part of weight sixteen deniers and the one-third part eight 
deniers. In consideration thereof, we charge David Forres the General of 
the Mint [(the boss )], John Achesoun master coiner [(the ‘mintmaster’)], 
and all other officials of our mint, each in his own office, to design and 
mint and cause to be designed and minted such pieces of weight and 
fineness, within their tolerance, as is above specified and that letters be 
directed for publication hereof in due form as evidence so that no one can 
pretend ignorance hereof.’’ 

Think of it! In Scotland — a tortoise climbing up a palm tree! Neither

the land tonoise nor the palm tree were unknown in Scotland at this 
time, but both would have been considered rather exotic. There has not 
been, within historic times, any variety of tortoise indigenous to the Brit- 
ish Isles. There are, however, tortoises native to southern Europe, and 
travelers or seafaring explorers may have brought specimens from there, 
or from sources still farther away, as curiosities. 

The variety of tortoise that the Privy Council had in mind most likely 
was the Spur-Thighed Tortoise, Testudo graeca, which ranges from south- 
east to southwest Europe. This relatively small tortoise, growing to about 
15 centimeters (6 inches) in length, has a moderately domed shell and a 
small spur on the thigh region of each front limb, suggesting its common 
name. It hibernates in winter if the temperature is low enough, and has 
been known to acclimate itself to locations as far north as Leningrad, 
where one Testudo graeca is recorded as having lived in excess of 40 years. 
Thus, it is plausible that specimens of Testudo graeca would have been

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NUMISMATIC PROFILE

Christian Gobrecht was known 
for his skill in engraving coins 
and medals. He served as 
Chief Engraver of the Phila- 
delphia Mint from 1840-44. 
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Christian Gobrecht, 
Genius 


Talented in many respects, Christian Gobrecht led a full 
and varied life that culminated in his appointment as 
Chief Engraver of the Philadelphia Mint. 


C HRISTIAN Gobrecht was born in Hanover, Pennsyl- 
vania, on December 2 3, 1785, the seventh of ten children 
born to Elizabeth Sands and John Christopher Gobrecht. 
His father, a pastor in the German Reformed Church of 
Pennsylvania, served in Hanover for 27 years until he re- 
tired in 1806 “on account of old age,” according to his last will and testa- 
ment. This document also bore evidence of the value John Gobrecht 
placed on learning and books. He wrote, “It is my will that none of my 
books shall be sold after my death but my children and relatives may divide 
them among themselves.” 

Residing in the collections of the Historical Society of Pennsylvania 
there still should be a drawing book once belonging to Christian Gobrecht 
dated 1794, when the young artist was not yet 10 years old, and another 
dated 1802. The drawing books contain original sketches illustrating topics 
of the day, “drawn with an accuracy of perception and strength of pencil 
remarkable in one so young.” 

At an early age, Gobrecht was apprenticed to a clockmaker (probably 
a Mr. Stauffer) in Manheim, Pennsylvania. Soon after he began his appren- 
ticeship, however, his master died. Relieved of his indenture, Gobrecht 
went to Baltimore, where he established himself as an engraver of orna- 
mental work for clocks and watches, including dials and makers name 
plates. After abandoning watch and clock engraving, he devoted himself to 
the business of general engraving. In this period he created headings for 
newspapers and type punches for type founders. He also engraved bank 
notes, bookbinders’ dies, seals and calico printers’ rolls. 

Self-taught as an engraver and die-sinker, he associated himself in Balti- 
more with William H. Freeman. Prior to 1811, Gobrecht had invented a 
novel “medal-ruling machine” in which the ruler was stationary. Instead, 
the board — upon which the plate to be ruled was mounted moved and 
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Sometime between 1816 and 1821 Gobrecht invented 
and manufactured a reed organ, made of an assemblage of 
metal tongues . . . and operated with a bellows and keys. 



This medal, engraved by Gobrecht, features Charles Carroll, the sole surviv- 
ing signer of the Declaration of Independence on the document's 50th anni- 
versary. Only 18 medals were struck from the original dies, making the pieces 
quite rare. 

carried the plate. This medal-ruling machine subsequently was perfected so 
as to rule waved lines. 

Charles Gobrecht Darrach, a descendant of Gobrecht, wrote in Penn- 
sylvania Magazine sometime around 1915 that the invention of this ma- 
chine revolutionized the art and “has been and is’’ of inestimable value. 
A controversy of nearly 30 years, from 1816 to 1843, left the original in- 
ventor s name in doubt. In the United States and Europe many claims were 
made of having invented the machine. Gobrecht himself made no claims 
until 1830, although the firm that employed him had a machine made 
under Gobrecht’s direction and for which they paid him a royalty. In 1816 
he was working for a Philadelphia firm, Murray, Draper, Fairman & Co., 
Banknote Engravers. One of Gobrecht’s medal-ruling machines was in use 
there and in other firms between 1817 and 1825. 

Sometime between 1816 and 1821 Gobrecht invented and manufactured 
a reed organ, made of an assemblage of metal tongues placed in a case and 
operated with a bellows and keys. The first instrument became the posses- 
sion of a gentleman in Lancaster, Pennsylvania, and a second organ made 
in 1832 was owned by the Darrach family. Gobrecht’s reed organ is similar 
in design to the common cabinet organ, which appeared later. 

In 1832 Gobrecht applied to the President for the position of engraver

and die-sinker at the United States Mint in Philadelphia. He received an 
appointment in 1835 as Second Engraver, equal in rank to William Kneass, 
then Chief Engraver. The following year, 1836, he engraved the Gobrecht 
dollar. The original design of the (^brecht dollar shows Liberty seated 
on the obverse, designed by Thomas Sully, and a flying eagle on the re- 
verse, designed by Titian Peale. The obverse was adopted for all the sil- 
ver currency produced at that time and was used on the dollar until it 
was demonetized. 

The first dies used to strike the obverse of the famous Gobrecht dollars 
carry the inscription C. GOBRECHT F. (F. for FECIT, which means made 
it”) under the seated figure of Liberty. Sixth-generation descendants of 
Christian Gobrecht possess several of these pieces. On one type, his name 
is located between Liberty and the date; on the other, it appears on the 
base of the figure. Engravers’ names typically were inscribed on medals but 
not on coinage; the Red Book specifies that only 1,000 specimens with 
Gobrecht’s name on the base were struck before his name was removed 
from the die.

The thrill and challenge of exhibiting at ANA conven- 
tions is a secret well kept by those who have discovered 
its numerous rewards. 



Y FIRST ANA convention was San Diego in 1983; I 
set up my first exhibit in Atlanta in 1987. I wish I 
had done both about 20 years sooner. 

ANA conventions are as terrific as everyone who 
attends them says they are, and there’s little I can add 
to what you read and hear everywhere about coindom’s spectacular annual 
event. But who ever has anything nice to say about exhibiting? And why 
not? I, for one, don’t understand the silence. The fun of going to the an- 
nual convention is easily doubled by placing some portion of your collec- 
tion under glass in the exhibit area. 


Maybe it’s a conspiracy. Perhaps the “regulars”— the score or so of ANA 
members who exhibit year after year, like some modern cartel— have 
agreed to keep the goodies for themselves. The basis of the plot is to with- 
hold any information to the outside world that might expose the pleasures 
experienced by this exclusive group. 

Well, at the risk of incurring the wrath of this clandestine group, I am 
letting the cat out of the bag. I may pay dearly for this indiscretion, but 
the collective enjoyment of my fellow numismatists is worth the price. So 
here goes. (I hold The Numismatist blameless for the hate letters or worse 
that will surely follow this unauthorized revelation.) 


1. The thrill of winning. Fifty-nine exhibitors earned awards at the ANA’s 
convention in Cincinnati last year. Each received an attractive, personally 
engraved, walnut wall plaque, imbedded with a gold-, silver- or bronze- 
colored medal denoting first, second or third place, respectively. 

2. Sonso of pride. Most collectors feel about their coins the way my wife 
feels about our grandchild— they can’t wait to show them off. Nothing 
beats the thrill of seeing someone stroll by your exhibit case and stop just 
to admire your prize possessions. 

3. Camaraderie. As an exhibitor, you’ll meet new friends. Those who ex-

hibit in your category have the same kind of collecting fever you do. I now 
correspond with someone I competed against this past year even though 
his son (and mine) “out-pointed” me. 

4. Multi-purpose exhibits. If you’re smart, you’ll display your material 
at your local club before the ANA convention, so you can benefit from the 
ideas of members. You can continue to competitively exhibit your display 
at future ANA shows until it takes best of show or two first-place awards, 
whichever comes first. Many regional show chairmen love to give you 
space for your set-up, whether or not they sponsor a competition. 

5. Photo I.D. All exhibitors receive a free photo I.D., the most tangible 
and appreciated benefit of exhibiting. Your photo I.D. badge gets you into 
the bourse area when the dealers get in. You’ll beat the crowds to your fa- 
vorite dealers’ tables by two hours. And (you won t believe this) the person 
you designate as your exhibit assistant also receives a photo I D! 

6. Security Room. Non-dealers who wish to store valuables in the con- 
vention security room and retrieve them as needed must pay a $50 fee. 
Your photo I.D. earns you and your assistant the same privilege, just for 
the asking. 

7. Exhibitors* reception. Once displays are in place, the ANA sponsors 
a refreshment-laden reception in honor of exhibitors. There you’ll meet 
lots of people worth knowing and hear each of your counterparts say a few 
words about his or her presentation. This is one of the most enjoyable 
events on the convention-week calendar. 

8. Exhibitor*s medal. While tearing down my first-ever display, I was

pleasantly surprised when the exhibit chairman came over to me, handed 
me a box and said, “Here’s your medal.’’ I responded, “What medal.^’’ He 
didn’t hear me and walked away, so I opened the box to come face to face 
with my exhibit medal. It’s a large (56mm), attractive, uniface piece featur- 
ing the ANA lamp of knowledge, the words “For Merit of Exhibit’’ and 
a reproduction of the obverse and reverse of the official convention medal. 

9. Banquet ticket. Since 1984 I have attended every ANA banquet; in 
1987 I stopped paying to get in. A free banquet ticket is stuffed into every 
exhibitor’s packet. The meal is delicious, the entertainment is worthwhile, 
each table is brimming with numismatic fellowship, and the door/table 
prizes are attractive (a copy of the special-edition Red Book left at each 
place setting in Milwaukee just sold at auction for $75, and several local 
bottle collectors covet my ANA Coke bottle from the Atlanta convention). 

10. Education. To me, no other convention activity is as educational as 
exhibiting— not even the fantastic Numismatic Theatre. You’ll learn more 
about the art of numismatic presentation, the skills of exhibit judging, the 
intrigue of other collecting specialties, and the importance of your own col- 
lection than you could in perhaps any other way. 

If you are ready to give exhibiting a try at the Pittsburgh Convention, 
write to Exhibit Chairman Richard Crosby at 2543 Penn Avenue, Pitts- 
burgh, PA 15222. He will mail an exhibit application and a set of rules 
to you. But, if you’re still not convinced, read on. 

Many ANA members arm themselves with excuses for not exhibiting, 
few of which are very convincing: 

Excuse #1: “I don’t know how to exhibit.” 'No one knows how to exhibit 
before they do it, but there are lots of ways to learn the ropes. Looking 
at displays mounted by others is unquestionably the best way to get ideas. 
More help comes from studying the rules and particularly the 
scoring sheet used by the judges. And then there’s good old on-the-job 
training — my best teacher. 

Excuse #2: ”My collection isn’t complete enough.” “Completeness ” is in- 
deed one of the judging criteria, but it doesn’t refer to your collection. It 
means how complete the exhibit is as defined and limited by its title and 
description. Last year my exhibit of college and university medals received 
high marks for completeness, even though the 24 medals shown 
represented less than 1 percent of extant pieces. 

Excuse #3: ”My coins aren’t valuable enough to win an award.” 

I used to wonder about this one myself, and then I saw the judges’ rating 
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If your aim is to create a 
prize-winning exhibit, try 
entering a less competitive 
category. At the Cincinnati 
convention, second and third 
place were not awarded in 
^’Issues of the Government 
of Israel.” 
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sheet. Only 10 of the possible 100 points can be awarded for “rarity.” As 
defined on the rating sheet, “rarity” means “the number of like coins be- 
lieved to exist” and not necessarily their value. My inexpensive, but hard- 
to-find, college and university medals did okay in this respect. 

Excuse #4: “I don’t have time to plan and create an exhibit.” It does take 
some time to mount a multi-case exhibit, but don’t go overboard your first 
time out. Just make it neat and numismatically interesting. Save the special 
touches that require more work for future efforts. You might consider 
limiting yourself to one or two cases. I spent twice the time on my second 
entry as I did on my first because I felt more confident and therefore more 
willing to invest the time. 

Excuse #5: “I’m concerned about the security of my collection.” 

We all guard the safety of our collections and are understandably hesitant 
to lay out our coins for all to see. This is a personal choice you must make 
without pressure from me or anyone else. But, keep in mind that the 
distance from the lobby of the main convention hotel, the Vista Interna- 
tional, to the bourse floor is about 100 yards — you don’t have to set foot 
outside the complex. The walk to the security room, which you can use 
as soon as you arrive, is even shorter. The exhibit cases themselves are 
under 24-hour protection by security guards. 

Excuse #6: ”1 can’t stay for the whole show.” Regulations have changed 
in recent years. Now anyone you authorize in advance may set up and/or 
dismantle your exhibit for you. I don’t recommend such an arrangement, 
simply because it detracts from the overall experience, but if it’s the only 
way you can exhibit, take advantage of it. 

Now that you’re convinced, how do you go about preparing an award- 
winning exhibit? These tips will get you started: 

Tip #1: Enter less competitive categories. The following prizes were not 
awarded at the 1988 convention in Cincinnati: third place in “Tokens,” 
“Coins Issued Prior to 1500 A.D.” and “Love Tokens”; and second and 
third place in “Obsolete Paper Money,” “Canadian Coins and Currency,” 
“Private Mint Issues Since 1960,” “Western Americana” and “Issues of 
the Government of Israel.” 

Tip #2: Study the judges’ scoring sheet! Request a copy of exhibiting rules 
from the exhibit chairman before you prepare your exhibit. 

Tip #3: Choose a theme. Get a feel for your thematic options by laying 
your collection out on a table. Most collections present several possibilities, 
so don’t decide on a theme before you’ve considered a number of them. 
Be creative. Your theme and exhibit title should focus on a narrow field 
of numismatics so that your exhibit will be judged complete. For example, 
it is more difficult to do justice to “The Imperial Coinage of Rome than 
to “The Twelve Caesars in Silver.” 

Tip #4: Plan your exhibit thoroughly. Draw a diagram of your exhibit 
on paper. Make several sketches until you find one you like. Discuss your 
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Select coins for their eye appeal as well as their nu- 
mismatic interest. Don’t show any low-grade specimens 
unless they are rare or particularly relevant to your theme. 


plan with people who will offer criticism, and listen to what they have to 
say. Set up your exhibit where you can look at it for a few days. Tinker 
with it until you’re satisfied. 

Tip #5. Make your display attractive. Choose a color scheme that highlights 
your coins and your theme. For the base of your exhibit, consider mount- 
ing felt, fabric or colored paper on a board for neatness and ease of setup. 
Don’t put anything in your exhibit case that might topple if the display 
is brushed by a passing viewer. 

Select coins for their eye appeal as well as their numismatic interest. Don’t 
show any low-grade specimens unless they are rare or particularly relevant 
to your theme. In addition, don’t crowd your cases with coins. At least 
50 percent of the floor of the case should be visible. When in doubt, plan 
on an additional case. (Cases are loaned free by the ANA.) 

For effect, you might elevate all or some of your coins on sturdy ped- 
estals. Keep in mind the other options for displaying the reverses of your 
coins: mirrors, descriptions, photographs, rubbings or duplicate specimens. 

Place the title prominently in the first display case. Titles can be created 
with plastic or rub-on lettering, available at most art supply stores. Follow 
the title with an introductory description of the exhibit. Make it interesting. 
Note pertinent references (include some even if you didn’t take informa- 
tion from them directly). 

Mount the introduaion, as well as the descriptions for each coin or group 
of coins, on cardboard that is not likely to buckle. All should be neatly 
printed or typed (use “pica” rather than “elite” type). Generous margins 
and justified text make for easier reading. If you have access to a laser printer, 
use it. Don’t type or print on dark paper. 

Each coin should be fully described using a consistent format. Identify 
the diameter measurement in millimeters, metal content and weight if they 
are important to your exhibit topic. Note replicas. Indicate rarity if appli- 
cable, even if all you can say is something like “This is the only piece of 
its kind I have encountered.” (When no standard reference is available, judges 
seem to appreciate your opinions regarding rarity.) •

The Peseta Coins 
of Peru 

Misconceptions about Peru’s peseta coins, produced 
from 1880 to 1882 , are founded in the clouded events 
of a chaotic period. 


T he peseta coinage of Peru forms a very shon series— it 
was produced only between 1880 and 1882. The design 
used for these pieces is one of the most beautiful created 
in Peru. The peseta was described in an 1881 volume of 
The Coin Collector's Journal: 

We have seen a very pretty silver coin issued in 1 880 in Peru, under the Dic- 
tator Pierola; it will always be rare, in our opinion . . . This may be the last 
issue of coins for Peru as a nation . . . [On the obverse of the peseta is 
al large head of a female, facing left . . . evidently Swiss . . . Beneath the 
shield [on the reverse] is the die-sinker’s initial B., which we should judge 
from the workmanship to indicate [Hugues] Bovy, the famous Swiss artist 
[from Geneva]. 

On subsequent pages, the journal mentions a 5-peseta coin, stating that 
it was struck by Chileans with machinery captured from the Lima mint, 
although the article acknowledges that the truth of the report was not 
known. The information given in the journal was only the first of many 
misconceptions about Peru’s peseta coins. Little has been written about 
these pesetas because they were made during one of the most chaotic 
periods in Peruvian history. Answers probably will never be found to all 
the questions; however, this article summarizes some information obtained 
over the past few years about this interesting series. 

A Peruvian law of 1863 provided for the issuance of gold, silver and 
copper coins having the silver “sol” as the monetary unit. The gold coins 
were subsequently demonetized in 1872. Like other countries, Peru suf- 
fered from the difficult economic times of the mid- 18 70s. The excessive 
emission of paper money led to even more serious problems, which were 
compounded by the War of the Pacific (1879-83) — a disastrous episode 
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Silver coins were to be identical in weight, fineness, 
diameter and tolerances to those issued under the law of 
1863, but the names of the denominations were changed. 
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in Peruvian history in which Chile seized the nitrate-rich provinces of 
Peru and Bolivia. In the midst of the war, in an unrealistic effort to curb 
the nation’s financial problems, the dictatorial government of Nicolas de 
Pierola declared gold the legal circulating medium in Peru. Acknowledg- 
ing the impossibility of immediately minting new coins, the government 
recognized the British pound sterling as legal tender for the settlement of 
all debts. 

On March 20, 1880, another decree established the gold “inca” as 
Peru’s new monetary unit and also authorized production of silver and 
copper coins. The inca was to be made of 0.9 fine gold and was to weigh 
1.162 grams; coin denominations of 1, 2 and 5 incas were prescribed. 
Silver coins were to be identical in weight, fineness, diameter and toler- 
ances to those issued under the law of 1863, but the names of the de- 
nominations were changed. The largest coin, the 5 pesetas, was to be equal 
in value to the gold inca. The smaller coins were the peseta, the real (with 
2 reales equaling 1 peseta) and the Vi real. There was no equivalent to the 
old Vi sol. 

A decree of March 2 3 ordered the immediate minting of the real, real 
and peseta to meet the need for small change. However, the Lima mint 
was not prepared to begin work on the coins. On March 27 an order 
was issued for production of the necessary dies in the shonest possible 
time. The gold and copper coins specified in the decree of March 20 never 
were minted. 

In accordance with the practice of the period, coins actually were pro- 
duced by a contractor using the facilities of the mint. A contract signed 
in 1879 with D. Fabricio Caceres called for the minting of silver coins in 
the denominations prescribed by the law of 1863. In practice, only the 
silver sol was made, and its production was continued through June 2. The 
contract with Caceres was rescinded on June 17, reportedly because of a 
conflict between the terms of the contract and the provisions of the decree. 
On June 21, 1880, a contract for minting of the new coins was awarded 
to Enrique Staub, a Swiss citizen from Zurich. 

The first coins to be made under the law of 1880 were the pesetas, ap- 
parently on July 10. Mintage of the 1 peseta was quite high, with at least 
2,1 57,000 pieces struck before production of that denomination ceased on 
October 14. 

The design was completely new for a Peruvian coin, featuring the head 
of Liberty on the reverse (although Luis Gianelloni, in a 1973 article in 
Numismatica, calls it the head of Ceres, the Roman goddess of harvest) and

the nation’s coat of arms on the obverse. A new motto was incorporated: 
PROSPERIDAD Y PODER POR LA JUSTICIA (“Strength and Power 
through Justice”). 

The motif was engraved by Robert Britten, who also originated the de- 
sign for the country’s sol coinage. His initial “B” appears on the obverse 
below the bow that encircles the shield. The assayers’ initials, “BF,” in the 
reverse legend correspond to the last names of the senior, or first, assayer, 
Jose Calixto Barinaga, and the junior, or second, assayer, Jose Agustin 
Figueroa. Barinaga was appointed to his post on May 1 7, 1880, following 
the death of Ygnacio Ortiz de Zevallos. Before this time, the practice in 
the mint was to use the initials of the assayers’ first names. No reason for 
the change is known, but the new custom was continued on later Peru- 
vian issues. 

Five minor varieties of the obverse of the peseta are known: 1) 
engraver’s initial B (no period following); 2) B.; 3) B. (with “I” in date, 
rather than ‘T”); 4) B: (with E/E for first E in PESETA); and 5) B:. 

Dies for the 5-peseta coin were approved on October 1, 1880. Produc- 
tion began on October 19 and continued until December 25, when the 
invading Chilean army’s approach to Lima brought a halt to mint opera- 
tions. Two varieties of the 5 pesetas are known; one with 21 rays sur- 
rounding the coat of arms and one with 16 rays. Minor variations include 
large and small engraver’s initial “B,” with and without periods follow- 
ing. One variety with 16 rays has an additional period in the legend, 
following DECIMOS. 

According to existing records, 373 ,000 5-peseta coins were made during 
the above period. Records show that the equivalent of 804,400 soles was 
minted between July 10 and December 25. The mint remained closed for 
the rest of the first year of Staub’s contract, which stipulated that the 
government would pay him 0.5 percent of the value of the coins minted, 
with a guaranteed minimum of 1 ,200,000 soles annually. Staub made a 
claim for 1884.7 soles due him, an amount that implies 82 3,060 soles 
were made. This figure differs by only 18,660 soles from the existing 
records (amounting to about one day’s work — or one page missing from 
the records). Thus, although the mintage figures given above may not be 
exact, they appear to be very accurate. 

From the collector’s point of view, it is interesting to note that even 
though mintage of the 5 pesetas is relatively low, this coin is readily 
available today. There may be two explanations for the apparent con-

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Explore the Literary Aspects of the Hobby 


I N LAST MONTH’S column I began 
an exploration of ways to put the 
fun back into coin collecting by 
becoming more active in your local 
coin club. I realize, of course, that not 
everyone is a “joiner” and, with that 
in mind. I’d like to offer some sugges- 
tions for the individual to pursue on 
his own. 

For many collectors it is difficult to 
enjoy the hobby when so many series 
of U.S. coins have become quite ex- 
pensive in the grades that they seek. 
The trick, then, is to find some as- 
pect of the hobby that has been over- 
looked. While the coins themselves 
may crunch your budget, many of the 
products associated with them still are 
pleasantly affordable. 


As one example. I’ll take the familiar 
“Red Book,” A Guide Book of United 
States Coins. It has been published for 



more than 40 years and is revised an- 
nually. For decades, collectors rou- 
tinely discarded their previous year’s 
edition as the new one was acquired. 


It was only recently that people began 
to see the value and collectibility of 
early editions. For this reason, a num- 
ber of the old Red Books have become 
scarce. Particularly so are the fifth and 
third editions, in that order. 

It was my recent acquisition of the 
fifth edition, dated 1952-53, that fi- 
nally completed my own set. Although 
I had to pay the market value for it, 
this has been, for me, the exception 
rather than the rule. I secured most edi- 
tions at prices ranging from 50 cents 
to $2. The cost is below the cover price 
of these books and reflects the col- 
lecting opportunity that exists. 

My third-edition copy, though well 
worn, holds a special place in my 
collection. I acquired it from a fellow

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collector from my childhood, whose 
father had bought the book new to 
evaluate the coins coming across the 
counter in his butcher shop. 

Of course, the edition that is most 
coveted by collectors is the first. It is 
cover-dated 1947 and, like the rest 
of the first eight editions, is covered 
in cloth rather than the now-familiar 
leatherette. I purchased my copy from 
a book dealer at the 1987 convention 
of the American Numismatic Associ- 
ation in Atlanta. It was very fairly 
priced, and I walked away from the 
transaction feeling quite satisfied. 

I then spotted Richard “Dick" Yeo 
standing at one of the promotional 
booths on the other side of the bourse 
floor. Dick Yeo was the R.S. Yeoman 
who authored the Red Book in 1 946 
and whose name still appears on its 
cover. I walked over, prize purchase in 


hand, and introduced myself. I asked 
for and received his autograph in my 
first-edition Red Book. 

Expecting nothing more, I was pre- 
pared to be politely dismissed. It was 
during this meeting that I learned 
firsthand something of the charaaer of 
this charming gentleman. He seemed 
quite pleased to see another first edi- 
tion of his work, even though he must 
have autographed many before. 

Far from being dismissed, I was 
treated to 1 5 minutes’ wonh of remi- 
niscences about the early days of the 
Red Book and the uncertainty with 
which it was launched. He also pointed 
out that my copy was from the first 
printing of the first edition. He could 
tell this from the wording of a foot- 
note (a minor change appeared in 
the second printing). Although I re- 
called having read this fact, it still

man himself. 

I would speak to him a few more 
times before his passing, but it is my 
initial encounter that I will remember. 
He made me feel as though I was the 
first person ever to ask for his auto- 
graph, and this sort of courtesy takes 
a special individual. My collection of 
Red Books is even more satisfying for 
having known R.S. Yeoman. 

The same author’s Handbook of 
United States Coins ^ the “Blue Book,’’ 
also is quite collectable. It has been 
produced annually since 1942, orig- 
inally in cloth, followed by leatherette, 
and most recently in paperback. Al- 
though not as widely collected as Red 
Books, the Blue Book series has its 
own rarities. Among these is the third 
edition, dated 1944, which I bought 
for 50 cents at a used-book store. 


In recent years. Whitman Coin Prod- 
ucts has acknowledged the collecting 
of Red Books and Blue Books by is- 
suing an annual silver medal for each 
work. The medals come with their 
own display holder and look nice when 
placed in front of a book collection. 

Another colleaable work is The 
Standard Catalogue of United States Coins, 
authored and published by the leg- 
endary coin dealer Wayte Raymond. 
First appearing in 1934, Raymond’s 
book preceded Yeoman’s Red Book by 
some 12 years. It is similar to the Red 
Book in most respects, although it is 
more scholarly and was intended for 
established numismatists rather than 
for the casual hobbyist. A companion 
book for world coins also was avail- 
able. All of these features added to the 
book’s high cost, which, in today’s 
reckoning, would be about $25. 


It was the high price of Raymond’s 
catalogs that inspired the creation of 
the Red Book. Less ambitious, it was 
aimed at the newly emerging legion 
of postwar hobbyists who collected 
their coins from circulation. The Stand- 
ard Catalogue appeared less often after 
1950. Its final and best edition was the 
eighteenth, published in 1957. Featur- 
ing new research by John J. Ford and 
Walter Breen, it is a fitting tribute to 
the pioneering efforts of Raymond. 

These lesser-known catalogs are pop- 
ular collectibles among the few who 
know of them. Even so, they typically 
bring much lower prices than the more 
common Red Books and make a fine 
supplement to a coin collection. They 
do, however, have one drawback; it 
may be disheartening to discover how 
low coin prices were during the De- 
pression years of the 1930s! •

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A Coin That Might Have Been, But Wasn ’t 


A mong the many pleasant 
encounters I had with old 
friends at the ANA’s conven- 
tion in Cincinnati last summer was 
a visit with William Pukall, son of 
the similarly named rare coin dealer 
who was prominent years ago. Actu- 
ally, the numismatic activities of the 
senior Pukall date back to just after the 
turn of the century. He was one of the 
few professionals who routinely or- 
dered uncirculated coinage from the 
Denver, San Francisco and other mints 
at the time of issue. 

I recall hearing years ago— when I 
did business with him circa 1955— that 
he was fortunate to be able to buy 
unsold proof coins, matte-proof Lin- 
coln cents and Buffalo nickels, in par- 


ticular, for face value or close to it. 
About 34 years ago Mr. Pukall sold 
me large quantities of these for just 



a few dollars each. Of course, neither 
one of us dreamed that years later, in 
1989, certain of these pieces would be 
worth hundreds or even thousands of 
dollars each! 

A curious thing about early matte 
proofs is that they were wrapped at the 
Mint in tissue paper, which, because 


it contained sulfur, gave the Lincoln 
cents a rich brown coloration, often 
with iridescent overtones. None of the 
many pieces I purchased from Pukall 
was “bright” or “brilliant.” 

In the course of my conversation 
with Pukall’ s son, he gave me an in- 
teresting packet of memorabilia belong- 
ing to his father. Among the items was 
a photograph depicting a proposed 
1937 Cleveland half dollar, which I 
share with readers of the present article. 

Now, before I go any further, I 
hasten to mention that this was not a 
proposal for the 1936 Cleveland half 
dollar, for that is a different breed of 
cat. The 1936 version was issued in 
relation to the Cleveland Centennial 
and Great Lakes Exposition held in

that Ohio city from June 27 through 
October 4, 1936. Depicted on the ob- 
verse is Moses Cleaveland, 1754-1 806, 
a general in the American Revolution 
who was later associated with the Con- 
neaicut Land Company. The firm was 
instrumental in the development of the 
so-called “Western Reserve,’’ of which 
the city bearing his name became an 
important part. Somewhere along the 
line the first “A’’ in the city’s name was 
dropped, thus we have “Cleveland.’’ 

Some 50,030 1936 Cleveland half 
dollars were struck, 50 percent in 1936 
and the other half in 1937, although 
all are dated 1936. The odd 30 pieces 
represent those set aside for assay pur- 
poses. The 1936 Cleveland half dollar 
depicts on the obverse Moses Cleave- 
land and on the reverse a map of the 
Great Lakes, with stars marking im- 
portant ports along the inland water- 


ways and an especially large star and 
the point of a divider noting the site 
of Cleveland, Ohio. 

The sketch of the 1937 Cleveland 
half dollar provided by Mr. Pukall, on 
the other hand, is of an entirely dif- 
ferent coin and was intended to com- 
memorate the 1937 centennial of the 
birth of President Grover Cleveland. 
Had it been issued, it would have had 
no relation whatsoever, except for the 
name, to the Cleveland, Ohio, version. 
But, the 1937 Cleveland half dollar 
went into the limbo of ideas that never 
see the light of day. At the time, the 
commemorative half dollar boom had 
just passed its peak, and chances are 
that the issue, had it been produced, 
would not have been a best seller. 

During the heady times of the com- 
memorative market, which realized 
its high point in 1936, all sorts of

When the nation was besieged with an outbreak of infantile paralysis, an appeal was made 
for contributions by the l.P. Committee.

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issues were proposed. Many were 
adopted, but an even greater number 
were not. The situation became so 
confusing that Charles M. Prager, a 
member of the Baltimore Coin Club, 
wrote to The Numismatist, stating, 
“There is not much danger of com- 
memorative half dollars being coun- 
terfeited these days. It’s so much sim- 
pler to apply to Congress and get 
out an issue of your own” 

When I was gathering data for my 
Coins and Collectors book, published 
in 1964, I spent quite a bit of time 
going through original proposals for 
commemorative coins. I published a 
list of issues that “might have been’’ 
if only their proponents had pushed a 
little harder: 

• The 50th anniversary of the found- 
ing of Wilkinsburg, Pennsylvania. 


• The 150th anniversary of the ex- 
pedition of General Benjamin Logan 
in Ohio. 

• The centennial of Montgomery, 
Alabama. 

• The construction of the Fort Peck 
dam. (One cannot help but feel sorry 
for the proposers of this issue. The 
man who thought that he would be 
the distributor ran many ads selling 
the coins for $2 each. Later, when 
the half dollar failed to materialize, 
the funds were red-facedly returned 
to collectors.) 

• The centennial of the changing of 
a New York town’s name from Sawpit 
to Port Chester. (It’s too bad this one 
wasn’t issued. Its design would have 
been interesting, to say the least.) 

• The 150th anniversary of the Ber- 


wick, Pennsylvania, land grant, which 
also happened to be the 1 1 8th anniver- 
sary of Berwick’s status as a borough. 

• The centennial of the University of 
Louisville. 

• The 350th anniversary of the in- 
troduction of American-grown tobac- 
co in England. 

• The commemoration of the Wichita 
Mountain Easter Sunrise Service in 
Oklahoma. 

• The 180th anniversary of the birth 
of John Beckley. (In case you don’t 
instantly recognize the name, John 
Beckley was the founder of Beckley, 
West Virginia.) 

The 1937 Cleveland half dollar joins 
this interesting group of coins that 
might have been, but weren’t. •

MS-63 $5 Indians were bid at 
13,400 and MS-63 $5 Liberties at 
S 1,925. Numerous buyers continue to 
ask for better dates, especially when 
they are available at a small premium 
over common dates. The PCGS Popu- 
lation Report is often used for making 
such determinations. 

Silver Dollars 

The amazing Norweb 1893-S dollar 
that brought S 357,500 was run through 
the Professional Coin Grading Service 
and was graded MS-67, with some 
graders in favor of an MS-68 desig- 
nation. MS-63 and better dollars and 
prooflikes showed considerable activ- 
ity, with increases far outnumbering 
losses. Prooflikes are now being dif- 
ferentiated on guidesheets as either 
prooflike or deep-mirror prooflike. Nu- 
mismatists whose coins a few years ago 


graded prooflike are now having their 
coins regraded, on the chance the coins 
may today qualify for the deep-mirror 
prooflike designation. 

G>mmemoratives 

Commems are hot. Sparked by recent 
recommendations from a few major 
firms, many U.S. commemoratives is- 
sued from 1892-1954 showed impres- 
sive gains this month in grades MS-64 
through MS-67.

at conventions. Proof-65 Seated Lib- 
erty dimes “with legend” advanced to 
a $3,150 bid, and Proof-65 3 -cent 
nickels achieved a bid of $ 1,375. 

Proof Sets 

The 1970 “no-S,” 1971 “no-S” and 
1975 “no-S” proof sets received con- 
tinued attention and higher bids. Mod- 
ern prestige sets weakened, although 
the rest of the proof set market re- 
mained steady. Currently, the 1964 
proof set is bid at $ 14 while the 1963 
is sought at $12 by dealers. •

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The Great Denver Mint Robberies 


T he editors of Reader’s Di- 
gest’s Treasures of America suc- 
cumbed to hyperbole while 
preparing their guide of historic places 
well worth visiting. Too often sites are 
described as the “largest,” the “big- 
gest” or the “most complete,” but the 
writers outdid themselves when they 
categorically closed their description 
of the most popular tourist attraction 
in Denver with this assertion— “The 
Mint has never lost a cent!” 

Three major thefts are, in faa, a mat- 
ter of record at the United States Mint 
at Denver. The one episode Mint of- 
ficials willingly acknowledge is the 
tale billed by the Denver press as “The 
Great Mint Robbery.” In this case the 
statement “never lost a cent” holds 
true. Two hundred thousand dollars 
was taken, but not one cent of it 
belonged to the Mint. 

The Great Denver Mint Robbery 
occurred one week before Christmas, 
1922. If the outcome had not been 
so tragic, the event might have been 
described as a Mack Sennet/Keystone 
Cop comedy in action. However, the 
incident left two men dead— a guard 
and one of the robbers. 

The stage had been set for the heist 
by the day’s events. The vaults of the 
Denver branch of the Federal Reserve 
Bank at 16th and Lawrence streets 
were not adequate to hold the large 
amounts of currency needed to meet 
the demands of the Christmas trade. 
Mint officials offered the security of 
their building as a depository for a 
newly arrived shipment of currency 
consisting of 40,000 crisp, new $5 
Kansas City Federal Reserve Notes, 
Series 1915. While the Mint’s gener- 
osity was accepted, its advice was not. 
Mint officials suggested that author- 


ities reclaim the currency at the rear 
of the minting facility, behind heavy 
iron gates and out of sight of passers-

by. The Feds argued that the Mint had 
little experience with thefts and that no 
one would rob a government vehicle, 
parked at the front entrance of the 
Mint, in broad daylight. 

On the morning of Monday, De- 
cember 18,1 922, the Feds were to add 
one more experience to their list of 
thefts. At precisely 10:20 a.m., the 
Federal Reserve’s wire-meshed, open- 
paneled pickup truck pulled up to 
the front entrance of the Mint on 
Colfax Avenue. Waiting behind the 
locked doors of the Mint were two 
piles of the crisp, new S5 bills. Each 
stack was 5 bundles high and weighed 
40 pounds. 

Two guards, accompanied by an 
unarmed bank officer, Joseph E. Olson, 
carried the money down the entrance 
steps to the waiting truck. As the heavy 
door of the Mint closed behind them, 
a black Buick touring sedan pulled 
alongside the truck. Two men jumped 
out of the car and were joined by two 


other “passers-by.” With the cry of 
“Hands up!,” the Great Denver Mint 
Robbery was under way. 

One guard had already deposited his 
half of the shipment in the back of the 
truck. On hearing the robbers’ order, 
he threw down his gun and ran for 
cover. The second guard dropped the 
money and dove under the truck. Less 
fortunate was Charles Linton, a guard 
waiting inside the truck. He had the 
presence of mind to try to lock the 
wire mesh door and draw his gun. One 
of the bandits, however, fired point- 
blank at him and Linton fell, mortally 
wounded. Two guards, still inside the 
building, came to his aid, returning fire 
through windows facing the street, 
while a third ran to sound the alarm. 

One contemporary newspaper ac- 
count reported greater pandemonium 
inside the Mint than outside. The press 
described the Mint’s guard force as 
“old and decrepit.” The officer-of-the- 
day panicked and raced through the 
corridors firing his service revolver. 
Olson, the bank officer accompanying 
the guards to the truck, found himself 
caught in the crossfire. Pounding on 
the door of the Mint, he was mistaken 
for one of the robbers but fortunately 
was allowed to “surrender.” Other 
guards rushed to the Mint windows 
and fired wildly into the street. A pic- 
ture was shot off the wall of a clean- 
ing establishment a block away from 
the Mint, and The Sylvania, a hotel 
direaly across Colfax Avenue from the 
Mint, lost most of its first-floor win- 
dows. Two of the four holdup men 
were hit, one superficially and the 
other mortally. 

The getaway car did indeed get away 
and, although half the loot ultimately 
was recovered, the Great Denver Mint

Robbery officially remains unsolved to 
this day. Guards still point to where 
the bullets ricocheted along the Mint 
corridors— neglecting to mention that 
the bullets were fired from within. 

There are two other major thefts of 
record associated with the Denver 
Mint. It is true that neither involved 
cents. Back in 1919, Orville Harring- 
ton, a one-legged assayer, over a period 
of several months hobbled out of the 
Mint with more than $80,000 in gold 
bullion hidden in his artificial leg. The 
other theft occurred early in the Mint’s 
history and involved James Clarke, the 
paymaster who decided in early 1864 
that it was more rewarding to keep the 
entire payroll for himself than to dis- 
tribute it to employees. 

And, some day, readers of The Nu- 
mismatist will thrill to the tale of the 
1964 Peace dollars when these still- 


hidden pieces come to light to join 
1804 dollars, 1 894 -S dimes and 1913 
Liberty Head nickels as some of the 


hobby’s most mysterious issues. But 
this story must mature a while longer; 
it is not yet its time to tell. •

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Perceived Rarity Affects Market Prices 


< < T have this really rare coin. 

I Can you tell me how much 
•M. it’s worth.^” This query is fa- 
miliar to all of us who have discussed 
coins with a novice collector. It is 
almost as challenging as, “I know-my 
coin is rare; it is so old that you can’t 
even see the date.” The proper re- 
sponse involves a discussion of the re- 
lationship between supply (rarity) and 
demand (value). This correlation is 
never simplistic, even in the case of 
truly rare numismatic items. 

Throughout the past year there has 
been a growing trend in coin marketing 
in which the seller establishes prices 
based on how rare the grade of condi- 
tion is believed to be, and without re- 
gard to how scarce or common the 


basic coin is. While no one would 
question the reality of high-grade coins 
being worth a substantial premium 



over those of a lesser grade, the prem- 
ise seems to get out of hand when a 
common 1964 dime, normally valued 
around $2 in proof, is claimed to be 
worth about $200 because it is a nearly 
perfect Proof-69. 

Some of the prices ascribed to scarcer 
coins seem even more atrocious. Very 


few collectors will ever believe that a 
common proof Indian Head cent could 
be worth in excess of $50,000, regard- 
less of how perfect or rare the piece 
may be considered by the seller. The 
ultimate test of such a price tag can 
only be judged after a few such pieces 
actually are sold in transactions be- 
tween willing buyers and willing sel- 
lers. If the trend toward incredible 
prices is valid, then similar price levels 
will be assigned to other coins of simi- 
lar rarity in the highest possible state 
of preservation. In this early period 
of experimentation with stratospheric 
price levels, few people other than the 
sellers and some very advanced con- 
noisseurs will do more than look with 
disbelief at the prices.

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Outrageous evaluations aside, there 
also is the question of just how rare 
these “monster” coins actually are. 
Those who would sell the coins point 
to their newest sales tool for confirma- 
tion of rarity— the “population re- 
port,” a listing of the total number 
of coins of any given date and mint 
that have been assigned a particular 
grade of condition by a grading service. 
When the chart shows that only a half 
dozen or so examples have ever been 
certified by the service as grading in a 
high level of condition, then the coin 
is considered rare (and valuable), re- 
gardless of how many similar pieces 
might exist in lower gradb. 

Again using the 1964 proof dime as 
an example, we are asked to believe 
that very few pieces today remain in 
nearly perfect state, despite the faa that 
almost four million were minted orig- 


inally, and nearly all were saved by col- 
lectors. We must further believe that 
there is a rather bullish market some- 
where, with sufficient numbers of peo- 
ple willing to pay extraordinarily high 
prices to obtain otherwise common 
coins in super condition. In reality, 
some perfectionists continue to seek 
such coins without regard for price in 
order to obtain the very finest speci- 
mens. Many such coins or collections, 
when eventually sold, bring unheard-of 
prices that stagger the imagination. An 
example of this was seen in the recent 
record auction price of $357,500 for 
an 1893-S silver dollar. 

But the question remains whether 
we can relate the value and rarity of 
a classic coin like the 1893-S dollar to 
that of a common modern issue. For 
many collectors there seems to be no 
comparison, and yet only time will tell 


if a true market actually is developing, 
and what the eventual value will be for 
any of these coins. For the very sophis- 
ticated colleaor, these pieces may bring 
a pride of ownership that is worth any 
price. To the novice, such coins will 
be a source of consternation and prob- 
able financial loss when the time 
comes to liquidate items that at pres- 
ent have no firmly established supply 
or demand.

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plus an extra $ 1 for shipping and han- 
dling. The ad clearly states that the 
$5 commemorative is being sold at 
face value. 

I, too, was concerned about the ve- 
racity of these advertisements ever since 
they first appeared— curious about the 
official status of the Marshall Islands 
as a republic, and suspicious of the 
ability of anyone to sell a desirable 
commemorative like this for face val- 
ue and somehow make enough money 
for an extensive nationwide sales cam- 
paign. My initial investigation con- 
vinced me that the promoter was a 
reputable company and that the com- 
memorative was a quality product, but 
left me wanting to learn more about 
the island republic and its new coinage. 

After further investigation I found 
that, yes, there really is a newly formed 
Republic of the Marshall Islands. Yes, 


it really has authorized the minting of 
several commemorative coins, and, yes, 
the items you have seen advertised 
are the officially sanaioned pieces that 
are being called “coins” by the Repub- 
lic of the Marshall Islands. They have 
been manufactured by contract at two 
or more private mints in the United 
States and are all quite attractive. Var- 
ious pieces have been struck in gold, 
silver and copper-nickel. Some are of- 
fered for sale in sets and some are 
priced above face value. 

I find the only obstacle to accepting 
these pieces as solid numismatic items 
lies in their decreed status as money. 
United States currency still circulates 
in the Marshall Islands, and, so far, 
these pieces have not. I seriously ques- 
tion their function as coins or money 
but have been told by those who 
should know that the coins quite prob- 


ably could circulate on the islands. As 
such, the “face value” of the Marshall 
dollars equates to U.S. dollars on a 
one-to-one basis. 

The Ministry of Finance of the Mar- 
shall Islands has made the following 
statement concerning these coins: “The 
coins and currency of the United States 
of America circulate in the general 
economy of The Republic of the Mar- 
shall Islands. As a result, coins such as 
the $ 5 Space Shuttle Discovery Coin are 
commemorative coins which, although 
denominated in Dollars and consti- 
tuting legal tender in the Republic of 
the Marshall Islands, will not circu- 
late in the general economy, but will 
be exchanged into the coins and cur- 
rency of the United States at the Min- 
istry of Finance, Majuro, Marshall 
Islands. The face value of these coins 
is expressed in Dollars with each Dol-

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lar being equivalent to $1 United 
States currency.” 

The editors of the Standard Catalog 
of World Coins have not yet decided 
how these pieces will be listed in future 
editions of the book. At best they will 
probably be considered ‘‘non-circula- 
tion legal tender” until their status is 
solidified by the fledgling government. 
As to their collector value, that must 
be left to individual judgment. It is safe 
to say that they are attractive com- 
memoratives and priced right to make 
them appealing, whatever their legal 
status may be. 

File #I8S Revisited 

Last September I discussed the con- 
cerns of readers about an advertisement 
that had appeared in The Numismatist 
earlier in the year. The promotion in- 
volved a 1 2-ounce, privately manufac- 


tured version of the United States Eagle 
silver bullion coin. The piece was not 
being promoted as an investment, and 
I offered my opinion that the replica 
was legal and unoffensive, except per- 
haps for its slightly high price. 

The United States Postal Service 
recently charged in a complaint to an 
administrative judge that the private 
mint’s advertising falsely implies that 
the company is affiliated with the U.S. 
government. The design used on the 
3!/2-inch medallion is nearly identical 
to that of the silver Eagles but clearly 
specifies the piece’s content as ONE 
POUND FINE SILVER. 

Officials of the Connecticut-based 
company that produced the medallion 
twice changed their advertisements in 
response to complaints from the Postal 
Service, but this last time it decided to 
fight back. ‘‘We’re not going to roll 


over on this,” the firm’s chairman 
stated, adding that the government’s 
case was ‘‘patently ridiculous.” Of the 
5,000 medallions sold, the company 
reports that only about 25 were re- 
turned by dissatisfied customers. 

Ultimately, the judge ruled against 
the United States Postal Service’s mail 
fraud suit against the firm and its adver- 
tisements for the 1 2-ounce silver me- 
dallions. Quentin Grant, chief admin- 
istrative law judge for the Postal Serv- 
ice, dismissed the complaint against the 
company, citing the readership demo- 
graphics of major newspapers as a basis 
for his decision. He noted that readers 
of large daily newspapers have above- 
average levels of education and income 
and, in his opinion, are less likely to 
be misled by the company’s advertis- 
ing. The Postal Service’s attorney in- 
dicated an appeal would be filed. •

known in the British Isles. However, 
this tortoise is not in the habit of climb- 
ing trees (palm or otherwise), so the 
Privy Council may have taken liber- 
ties with biological custom. 

The palm tree that was intended 
probably was one of the varieties of 
date palm, Phoenix dactylifera, rather 
than a coconut palm. A similar date 
palm found in the Canary Islands, 
Phoenix canariensis, would have been 
known to sea voyagers who ventured 
that far, but it is not as likely a can- 
didate as the more-common dactyl- 
ifera. The date palms of North Africa 
and the Near East were known, at 
least from travelers’ accounts and draw- 
ings, from much earlier periods. (It is

important to remember that the Act 
of 1565 was drawn up less than 75 
years after Columbus’ first voyage to 
the Western Hemisphere.)

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in which the act was written. The 
possibility exists that Mary Stuart’s 
“French conneaion’’ may have had 
something to do with the choice. She 
was, after all, of French descent on 
her mother’s side, and she had spent 
her childhood years in France enjoy- 
ing the luxuries of a young but reign- 
ing queen. Late in her formative years, 
she was first the wife of the heir to 
the French throne and then, for a 
brief period, the Queen of France. 
During this time she may well have 
become acquainted with both palm 
trees and tortoises. 

Though unusual and attractive, the 
design is not a logical representation 
of things native to or symbolic of 
Scotland. It also lacks logic within 
itself: the tortoise, as shown, never 
could have reached its depicted posi- 
tion on its own, nor could it have

held itself there if placed by someone. 
The coin, however, is a most interest- 
ing piece for topical collectors of coins 
depicting tortoises, reptiles or tropical 
elements such as the palm tree. •

50-PENCE COIN AVAILABLE 

For the ninth consecutive year- 1980 through 1988- the 
Isle of Man government has issued a special Christmas 
50-pence coin in the series which has been hailed as "the 
world's most outstanding set of narrative coins." 

The design on the reverse of the 1988 coin follows the 
theme of Transportation, as begun in 1980, each year show- 
ing a different mode of travel. Train, aircraft, hose tram and 
bus have been featured in recent years. 

The 1988 scene depicts a BSA (British Small Arms) motor- 
cycle and sidecar loaded with Yuletide presents speeding past 
"Harry Kelly's Cottage" and upsetting a hen, a Manx cat and 
an irate Harry Kelly himself. The Kelly homestead, a fine 
example of an early Manx stone cottage, is a landmark on 
the famous TT (Tourist Trophy) motorcycle racing route. 

The coin is available in cupronickel in proof finish, 
mounted under transparent plastic in a beautiful silk-finish 
Christmas card depicting a church on a snowy night. 

The 50-pence coin is also available in proof versions in 
sterling silver, 22-karat gold or pure platinum. 

SPECIAL CHRISTMAS GOLD 
ANGEL FEATURES PARTRIDGE 

For the third consecutive year- 1986 through 1988 -the 
Isle of Man has also released a fractional gold Angel bearing 
a special Yuletide mintmark. This year it is a 1/20 Angel 
(1/20 ounce pure gold) with a Partridge in a Pear Tree privy 
mark, mounted under plastic on the same blue, gold and 
white Christmas card as the 50-pence coin. 

In 1986 a 1/20 Angel with Christmas Tree mintmark and 
in 1987 a 1/10 Angel with Mistletoe mintmark were issued 
in silk-finish holiday cards of differing design. 



LEGAL TENDER COINS 

All Isle of Man Christmas coins are British Isles legal 
tender, and bear the portrait of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth 
II, Lord of Man. The Isle of Man is a self-governing Crown 
possession in the Irish Sea, which issues its own coins, 
banknotes, postage stamps, passports and license plates. 

All commercial banks in the Isle of Man pay out business 
strikes (normal uncirculated) versions of the cupronickel 
50-pence coin during the Christmas season at face value (50 
pence equals about U.S. 93 cents). These tend to be snapped 
up as souvenirs by island residents, but Christmas 50P coins 
of earlier years occasionally stay in active circulation until 
well worn. 

The face value of the 1/20 Angel is also 50 pence (1 Angel 
equals 5 pounds sterling), but since it contains over $21 
worth of pure gold, it does not circulate. It is legal tender, 
however, exempt from all customs duties and — in more than 
half the states of the Union — exempt from sales taxes.

As a die-sinker, Gobrecht was un- 
excelled. Among the examples of his 
work are the award medal of the 
Franklin Institute; the Charles Carroll 
medal; the Charles Willson Peale 
medal; the seal of St. Peter’s Church 
in Philadelphia; the award medal 
of the Massachusetts Charitable Me- 
chanic Association; the seal of the 
Pennsylvania Institution for the In- 
struction of the Blind; and the award 
medal of the New England Society 
for Promotion of Manufactures and 
Mechanic Arts. The first award med- 
al of the New England Society was 
given to Gobrecht for “the genius, 
taste and skill which he has evinced in 
making the dies therefor.’’ 

Gobrecht was the twenty-fifth mem-

ber of the Franklin Institute to affix 
his signature to the charter and by- 
laws of the organization. He served as 
a member of its Board of Manage- 
ment from 1828-30, and was a mem- 
ber of its Committee on Science and 
Arts from 1834 to 1844. 

President Martin Van Buren ap- 
pointed Christian Gobrecht Chief En- 
graver of the Mint of the United 
States at Philadelphia in 1840, and 
he held this position until he died on 
July 23, 1844. • 

Joseph H. Colville has a special interest in 
Christian Gobrecht as his wife, Amy, is re- 
lated to the former mint engraver. Much of 
this information was compiled from family 
records in 1915 by Amy's grandfather. Col- 
ville holds a bachelor's degree in journalism 
and a master's degree in public relations from 
the University of Georgia.

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The Mechanics of Major Die Breaks 


A na Certification Serv^ 
ice staff strongly believes that 
a working knowledge of the 
minting process is vital to anyone seri- 
ously involved with coins. An under- 
standing of how coins are made is 
helpful in grading, authenticating and 
attributing die varieties. This month’s 
column explores die breaks (popular- 
ly known to mint error collectors as 
“cuds”), how they happen and how to 
identify them. 

Occasionally, a die breaks as it strikes 
a planchet. This is understandable con- 
sidering the tremendous pressure ex- 
erted and the hundreds of thousands 
of coins produced from each pair of 
dies (750,000 to 1 ,000,000 in the case 
of the cent). In almost every instance, 


die breakage stans gradually. Repeated 
striking causes the steel in the dies to 
crystallize and eventually crack, which

shows up on struck coins as a raised 
line of metal. On Lincoln cents, die 
cracks usually appear at the base of the 
bust on the obverse, but they can oc- 
cur anywhere, obverse or reverse. 


If this die crack goes undetected, it 
will worsen with subsequent strikes, 
resulting in what is known as a “pre- 
cud die crack,” which typically runs 
from the coin’s rim into the field (fre-

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quently through part of the design) and 
back out to the rim. Eventually, the 
area surrounded by the crack will break 
out of the die and fall away, leaving 
a void. If production continues, all 
coins struck from the broken die will 
show a raised blob of metal, or “cud,” 
on the part of the design that cor- 
responds to the void in the die. 

If the die break is large, the planchet

often does not contain enough metal 
to fill both the void in the broken die 
and the design on the opposing die. 
Thus, the corresponding area on the 
other side of the coin will lack detail. 

The key word in this scenario is “if” 
Major die breaks are scarce to rare 
because dies seldom are allowed to de- 
generate to the extent that a cud re- 
sults. The vast majority of dies are 



taken out of service before they have 
a chance to crack, and those that do 
crack almost always are replaced be- 
fore they break. In other words, a ma- 
jor die break results only if a sequence 
of improbable events occurs. Never- 
theless, coins displaying major die 
breaks can be found in circulation and 
are easy to spot if you know what to 
look for. •

tradiction. Because of the prevalence 
of paper money, there is every reason 
to believe that silver coins produced 
during this time were hoarded. Addi- 
tionally, the coin’s novel design un- 
doubtedly contributed to its preser- 
vation. The silver sol of 1880, for 
example, having a mintage about 
100,000 less than the 5 pesetas, is a 
scarce coin today. 

Much is known about the initial 
mintage of the new peseta coins; 
however, little is known about the 
coins of the same design that ap- 
peared in 1881 and 1882 bearing the 
mintmark of Ayacucho. Three coins 
are known: the 5 pesetas of 1881 
with assayer’s initial “B,” the 5 pese- 
tas of 1882 with assayers’ initials 


“LM,” and the Vi real of 1882. 

There has been much speculation 
about these pieces, particularly as to 
their true origin. It is clear that the 
dies used to strike these well-made 
pieces were based on the earlier work 
of Britten as no one else in Peru was 
qualified to prepare the matrices. For 
years it has been strongly suggested 
that these pieces somehow were pro- 
duced at the Lima mint. 

My studies have led me to some 
conclusions that are partially at vari- 
ance with these earlier conjectures. 
Mostly, it is a matter of some in- 
ferences having been drawn from 
very few available facts. No actual 
records are known that can conclu- 
sively decide the issue. (The reader 
has been warned!) 

It must be remembered that coun- 
terfeiters were not uncommon in 


Peru and that minting machinery was 
obtainable. Given the dies and some 
punches, it is entirely possible for 
the coins to have been produced in 
many places in Peru. If this is the 
case, then why the mintmark of Aya- 
cucho.^ It was an important but very 
small city in those years and did not 
have a mint as such. 

Just prior to the Chilean army’s en- 
try into Lima on January 17, 1881, 
Pierola left the capital, salvaging what- 
ever remained of the government of 
Peru. On March 1 he called for a 
national assembly to take place on 
June 6 at a site to be designated. By 
March 3 1 it was known that the as- 
sembly was to be held in Ayacucho. 
On May 8 Ayacucho was designated 
the official site, and the date of the 
meeting was changed to July 28. 
From that time until early in 1882,

those still actively resisting the Chil- 
eans militarily considered Ayacucho 
the true seat of the Peruvian govern- 
ment. Hence, it was appropriate that 
at least the new coins bear the name 


of that city. 

Fidel Olivas Escudero, in Apuntes 
para la Historia de Huamango 6 Aya- 
cucho, states that Pierola issued a de- 
cree after arriving in Ayacucho, call- 
ing for the minting of the coins. He 
also says that the coins were made in 
the ancient house of Zorraquin, lo- 
cated in the city. I have not yet found 
a copy of the decree. It is known that 
Pierola was in Ayacucho at least by 
April 20. 

Two further references to a mint in 
Ayacucho are known. An order of 
August 27, 1881, established a com- 
mission to check the competence of 
the employees of “la Casa de Moneda 
establecido en esta capital.’’ Also, a 
letter to Pierola from the city of 
Lircay, dated November 12, 1881, 
noted that a gearwheel was being sent 
for the mint. Thus, there should be 


little doubt that at some time a mint 
actually operated in Ayacucho. 

So far, then, nothing is inconsistent 
with the premise that some dies and 
punches were brought from Lima to 
Ayacucho; some coining equipment 
confiscated, bought or borrowed from 
one of the known counterfeiters of 
the period; and operations set up in 
Ayacucho. However, the coins were 
described in a report of June 18 m El 
Orden, the official newspaper in Lima. 

This report follows so closely on 
the heels of Pierola’s order that some 
doubt must exist about the 1881- 
dated coins being made in Ayacucho, 
not only because of the chaotic times, 
but also because of the relative rarity 
of these first coins. If the mint actu- 
ally had been established in Ayacu- 
cho, with the first coins appearing in

June, then why are the coins of 1881 
so rare? 

A note to the director of the Lima 
mint on February 3, 1881, suggested 
that the rifles in the blacksmithing 
shop should be turned over to the 
Chilean authorities. This certainly in- 
dicates that the mint itself was not yet 
occupied. As far as is now known, 
Chilean authorities did not occupy 
the mint until April 25, 1881, after 
which they effectively were in con- 
trol. If Peru had any government 
before April 25, it was that of Pier- 
ola, despite the efforts of Francisco 
Garcia Calderon to form a provi- 
sional government. It is easy to specu- 
late that sometime between early 
March and late April the dies were 
made and a small number of coins 
stamped in an exhibit of patriotic 
fervor. The opportunity existed. The 
assayer’s initial “B” probably is that 
of Manuel Barmaga, who had been 
appointed finance minister of the 
Pierola government. 

On the other hand, it is improbable 
that the coins with the Ayacucho 
mintmark were made at the Lima 
mint after April 25. First of all, Chil- 
ean authorities occupied the mint un- 
til they finally evacuated Lima in 
1883. Secondly, when the Chilean 
authorities allowed the mint to re- 
open in August 1 88 1 , it was operated 
under a new contract between Staub 
and the government of Calderon— a 
provisional government tolerated by 
the Chileans but in opposition to that 
of Pierola. Only soles were produced 
under the new contract. (The decision 
to use the old denomination appar- 
ently was made by the director of the 
Lima mint.) It appears most unlikely 
that the 5 pesetas of 1882 were pro- 
duced in Lima. 
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SILVER 


The !/ 2 -real and 5-peseta pieces 
dated 1882 also bear the mintmark 
of Ayacucho. For many years the 
!/2 real was unknown, and today it 
is extremely scarce to rare. The 5 pe- 
setas is the most readily available of 
the coins of Ayacucho, although it 
also is considered scarce. The Vi real 
and the 5 pesetas bear the assayer’s 
(or assayers’) initials “LM”; the 
meaning of these initials has yet to 
be determined. •

N O MATTER HOW lousy their 
design, coins capture art, his- 
tory, economics, even ro- 
mance! To prove that, and to salute 
National Coin Week, here’s a brief 
look at the Susan B. Anthony dollar, 
which, had it lived, would have been 
10 years old this year. 

The Art: ANA Governor Bill Fivaz 
succinctly sums up the Anthony dol- 
lar’s aesthetic value by calling it the 
‘‘Agony dollar.” 

I'he History: Obviously, folks in 
Washington who supported this coin’s 
creation failed to learn the lessons pro- 
vided by the short-lived 20 -cent piece 
and the Trade dollar. Well, maybe 
they did learn something. Trade dol- 
lars were struck for 1 3 years, 20-cent 
pieces for four years; the Mint pulled 
the plug on Susie after only three. 

I'he Economics: Burnett Anderson, 
Krause Publications’ Washington Bu- 
reau correspondent, reports it costs tax- 
payers $24,000 a year to store the 
49.^ million unwanted Anthony dollars 
abandoned in Federal Reserve storage 
facilities. He estimates that at the cur-

rent rate of dispersal, there is a 500- 
year supply of these hideous coins. 
The Romance: Former Mint Direc- 



tor Stella Hackel, who unsuccessfully 
courted the country to love Ms. An- 
thony as ‘‘the dollar of the future,” 
met a nice fellow in her travels, got 
married, and now is Mrs. Sims. 

Here are more little-known facts 
about the little-cared-for SBA dollar: 

Originally, it was believed that Susan 
B. Anthony’s likeness marked the first 
time an actual woman, rather than a 
mythical figure, was depicted on cir- 
culating U.S. coinage. That’s why 
some women’s rights groups promptly 
insisted she be referred to as ‘‘Ms.,” 
not ‘‘Myth.” 

Collectors of Anthony dollars— all 
30 or 40 of them— discovered that 
there are two distinct varieties of mint- 
marks on 1979 and 1981 proof speci- 
mens. The unimpressed hobby com- 
munity generally refers to these as the 
‘‘Who Cares?” (Type I) and the ‘‘So 
What?” (Type II) varieties. 

The difference is that the 1 ype I 
mintmark is a blurry blob of metal, 
while the Type II is simply a familiar, 
plain-looking letter ‘‘S.” According to 
the current edition of A Guide Book of 
United States Coins, the 1979 blob in 
Proof-65 is valued at $8; the dear-letter 
version is $85, a hefty price to pay just 
to make sure it was struck in San Fran- 
cisco, not Cleveland. 

At least five people are known to 


have actually kicked in the $85 to 
obtain these ‘‘clear S” coins, illustrat- 
ing yet another way America clearly 
got kicked in the ‘‘S” by the Susan 
B. Anthony dollars. 


Pillar dollar delight: Beautiful, 
frosted proof commemorative replicas 
of America’s ‘‘first silver dollars,” the 
1732 Spanish piece of eight, have been 
struck by Casa de Moneda de Mexico 
— a clever name for a mint that literally 
means ‘‘Mexico’s House of Money.” 
The bullion pieces are distributed by 
Colonial Coins in Houston. 


Sprinkle s scrip scramble-. Frank 
Sprinkle of Florida reportedly has the 
most complete collection known of 
Charleston, South Carolina, Depres- 
sion-era paper. He’s been gathering 
specimens for about as long as he’s 
been an ANA member— 50 years. Yet, 
he admits his lifetime collection may 
never be truly complete, even though 
he already owns around 1 70 varieties. 

Sprinkle says there’s a strange irony 
about Charleston scrip. It is one of the 
most common of any city issues— six 
major types were produced in 1932 
and ’3 3— but apparently no one knows 
for certain just how many varieties ex- 
ist, considering all the different dates 
upon which the paper warrants were 
issued. So common, yet so difficult 
to collect!
